The trees have not yet begun to leaf, 


nor even the blossoms to appear ; yet 
passing down the lower part of Broad- 
way these early days of Spring, ono 
breasts a steady current of unoouthty- 
dressvd men and women, carrying buu- 
dles and boxes and all manner of bag- 
gage. As the season advances, the hu- 
man current will increase; of on in 
Winter it will not wholly cease its flow. 
It is the great gulf stream of humanity 
which sets from Europe upon America 
— the greatest migration of people since 


• 
the world began. Other minor branches 
has the stream. Into Boston and Phil- 
adelphia, into Portland, Quebec nnd 
Montreal, into Hew Orleans, Qalvestou, 
Sau Francisco and Victoria, come off- 
shoots of tho same current; and as it 
flows it draws increasing*volume from 
wider sources. 
Emigration to America 


has, since 1848, reduced the population 
of Ireland by more than a third ; but 
as Irish ability to feed tha stream de- 
clines, English emigration increases; 
the German outpour becomes so vast as 
to assume the first proportions, arid the 
millions of Italy, pressed by want as 
severa as that of Ireland, begin to turn 
to the emigrant ship as did tho Irish. 
la Oastle Garden one may .see tha garb 
and hear the speech of nil European 
peoples. 
From the fjords of Norway, 


from the plains of Russia and Hungary, 
from the mountains of Wallaohia, and 
from Mediterranean shores aud isfcnda, 
once the center of classical civilisation, 
the great current is fed. Evary year 
increases the facility of ita flow. Year 
by year improvements iu steam uavig i- 
tion'are piactically reducing the distauoe 


- between tha two continents ; year by 


year European railroads are making it 
easier for interior populations to reach 
the seaboard, and the telegraph, tho 
newspaper, the schoolmaster and the 
cheap post, are lessening thobe objec- 
tions of ignorance and sentiment to re- 
moval that are so strong with paopla 
long roofed in one place. 
Yet, m spito 


of this grant exodus, the population of 
Europe, as a whole, ia steadily increas- 
ing. 


And across the continent, from east 


to west, from the older to the uewar 
States, an even greater migration is go- 
ing on. 
Our people emigrate more 


readily than thosa ol Europe, and in- 
creasing as European immigration is, 
it is yet become a less iiud less impor- 
tant factor ot our growth, us couipaied 
with the natural increase of our popu- 
lation. 
At Chicago aud St. Paul, 


Omaha and Kansas City, the volume o( 
the westward moving cuireut has in- 
creased, not diminished. 
From what, 


so short a tiine ago, was the new West 
of unbrokeu prame and native forest, 
goes on, as children grow up, a constant 
migration to a newer West. 


This westward expansion of popula- 


tion has gone on staadily since the first 
settlement of the Eastern shore. 
It has 


been the great distinguishing feature in 
the conditions of our people. 
Without 


its possibility we would have been in 
nothing what we are. 
Our 
higher 


standard of wages and of comfort aud of 
average intelligence, our superioi 
self- 


reliance, energy, inventiveness., adapta- 
bility and assimilative power, spring as 
directly from this possibility ot expan- 
sion as does our unprecedented growth. 
All that we are proud of iu national 
life and national 
character 
conies 


primarily from our background of un- 
used land. 
We are but transplanted 


Europeans, and, for that matter, mostly 
of the "inferior classes." It ia not 
usually thosa whose position is com- 
fortable and whose prospects are bugnt 
who emigrate; it is those who tu-p 
pmohed and dissatisfied, those to whom 
uo prospect seems open. 
There aie 


heralds' colleges in Europe that drive a 
good business in pioviding a certain 
class of Americans with pedigrees and 
couts-of-arms; but it is probably well 
for this sort of self esteem that tiiu 
majority of ns cannot truly traoa auoes- 
try very far. We had some Pilgrim 
Fathers, it is true, likewise some Quaker 
fathers, and other sorts of fathers, yet 
the majority even of tho early settlerb 
did not come to America for "freedom 
to worship God," but because they weie 
poor, 
dissatisfied, 
unsuccessful, or 
recklessly advantnrnna—mnnv h 


Not that there is any danger of thii con- 
tinent 
being really over-populated. 


Hot that there' •will not be for a long 
time to come, even at oar present rate 
of growth, plenty of unusad land or of 
land only pnrtially used. But to feel 
the result of what is called pressure of 
population, to realize here pressure of 
tho same kind that forces European 
emigration upon our shores, we will not 
have to wait for that. Europe to-day is 
not ovor-pfipniated. In Ireland, whenoe 
we have received such an immense im- 
migration, not one-sixth of the soil is 
under cultivation, and grass growa and 
beasts feed where once were populous 
villages. In Scotland there is the soli- 
tude of the daer forest and the grouse 
moor where a century ago were homos 
of men. 
Ona may ride on the railway 


through the richest agricultural districts 
of England and see scarcely as many 
houses as m the valley of'the Platte, 
where the buffalo herded a few years 
back. 


Twelve months ago, when the hedges 


were blooming, I passed along a lovely 
English road near by the cottage of that 
"Shepherd of Salisbury Plain." of 
whom I read when a boy in a tract, 
which is a good sample of the husks 
frequently given to children as religious 
food, and which is still, I presume, dis- 
tributed by the American, as it ia by 
the English, Tract Society. On one 
side of the road was a wide expanse of 
rich land in which no plowshare had 
that season been struck, 'because its 
owner demanded a higher rent than the 
farmer 
would give. 
On the other, 


stretched, for many a broad acre, a lord- 
ly park, its velvety verdure untrodden 
save by a few light footed deer. 
And, 


as we passed along, my companion, a 
native of those parts, bitterly com- 
plained that, since this lord of the man- 
or had inclosed the little village green 
and set out his fences to take the grass 
of the roadside, the cottagers could not 
keep even a goose, and the children of 
the village had no place to play! Place 
there was in plenty, but, so far us the 
children were concerned, it might as 
well bs in Africa or in the moon. And 
so in our Far "West, I have seen emi- 
grants toiling painfully for long distan- 
ces through vacant land without finding 
n spot on whicn they oaied settle. 
In 


a country where the springs and streams 
are all inclosed by walls he cannot scale, 
tha wayfarer, but for charity, might 
perisn of thirst as in a desert. There 
is plenty of vacant lund on Manhattan 
Island. But on Manhattan Island hu- 
man beings are packnd closer than any- 
where else m the world. There is plenty 
of fresh air nil around—one man owns 
forty acres of itr a whiff ol which he 
never breaths, since his home is on his 
yacht in European waters—but, for all 
that thousands of children d'e in New 
York every Summer for want of it, and 
thousands more would die did not char- 
itable people subscribo to fresh air 
funds. 
The 
social pressure 
which 


forces on our shores this swelling tide 
of immigration, arises not from the fact 
that the land of Europe is all in use, 
but that it is all appropriated. That 
will soon ba our case as well. Our land 
will not all be used, but it will all be 
"fenced IB." 


We still talk of our vast public do- 


main, and figures showing millions and 
millions of acres of unappropriated 
public land yet swell grandly m the re- 
ports of our Land Office. 
But already 


it is so difficult to find public load fit 
for settlement, that the great majority 
of those wishing to settle find it cheaper 
to buy, and rents in California and the 
New Northwest run from a quarter to 
even one-half the crop. 
It must be re- 


membered that the area which yet fig- 
ures in the returns of our public doinaia 
includes all the great mountain chains, 
all the vast deserts and dry plains fit 
only for grazing, or not even for that ; 
it must bs remembered that of whut 
is really fertile, millions aud millions 
of acres are covered by railroad grants 
as yet unpatented, or, what amounts to 
(ho same thing to the settler, are shad- 
owed by them ; that much is held by 
appropnation 
of the water, without 


which it is useless ; and that much 
more is held under claims of various 
kinds, which, whether legal or illegal, 
are sufficient to keep the4 settler off 
unless he will consent to pay a price, or 
to mortgage his labor for years. 


Nevertheless, land with us is still 


comparatively cheap. 
But this cannot 


long continue. 
The stream of immi- 


gration that comas swelling in, added 
to our steadily augumeuted natural in- 
crease, will now BO occupy our avail- 
able lands as to raise the prica of the 
poorest laud known. 
Neatly twenty 


years ago Mr. Wade, of Ohio, in a 
speech ia the United States Senate 


rations, and, but In the power of the 
Q eneral Government, would sweep orer 
them. 
Already, although her popula- 


tion is at yet but a fraction more than 
six to the square mile, the last acre 
of the Vftst public domain of Texas ha» 
passed into private hands, the rush to 
purohaie during tho past year having 
been such that many thousands of acroe 
more than the State had were sold. 


Wo may see what is coming by the 


avidity -with which 
capitalists, and 


especially foreign capitalists, who real- 
ize what is the value of land wht.'e none 
ia left over which population may freely 
spread,* are purchasing land in the 
United States. 
Thia movement has 


been going on quietly for soina yaars, 
until new there is scarcely 11 rich Eng- 
lish peer or wealthy English banker 
who does not, either individually or as 
the member of some syndicate, own a 
great .tract of our new land, and the 
purchase of large bodies for.foreign ac- 
count is going on every day. It is with 
these absentee landlords that our com- 
ing millions must make terms. 


Nor must it be forgotten that, while 


our population is increasing, and our 
"wildlands" are being appropriated, the 
productive capacity of our soil is being 
steadily reduced, which, practically, 
amounts to the same thing as reducing 
its quantity. 
Specking Kenerally, the 


agriculture of the United States is an 
exhaustive agiicultaro. 
\Va do not re- 


tjjrn to the aurth what we take from it; 


iph crop that is harvested leave? the 


soil the poorer. 
We are cutting down 


forests which we do not ruplaut; we are 
shipping abroad, in whaat and cotton 
and tobacco aud meat, or flushing into 
the sea through the sewers of our great 
cities, the elements of fertility that 
have been ombedded in the soil by the 
slow processes of nature, acting for long 
ages. 


The day is near when it will bo no 


longer possible for our increasing popu- 
lation to freely expand over new land; 
when we shall need for our own mill- 
ions tha immense surplus of stuffs now 
exported; when wa shall not only begin 
to feel that social pressure which oomog 
when natural resources are all monopo- 
lized, but when increasing social pres- 
sure here will increase social pres- 
sure in Europe. 
How momentous is 


this fact wa begin to realize when we 
oast about for such another outlet as the 
United States has furnished. 
We look 


in vain. The British possessions to the 
north of us embrace comparatively little 
arable land; the valleys of the Saskat- 
chewan and tha Ked Kiver are being 
already taken up, aud land upaculation 
is already raging there in fever. 
Maxi- 


co offers opportunities for American 
enterprise and American capital and 
American trade, but scarcely for Ameri- 
can capital aud American trado, but 
scarcely 
for 
American 
emigration. 


There is some room for our settlors in 
that northern zone that has been kept 
desolate by fierce Indians; but it is very 
little. The tableland of Mexico and 
those portions of Central and South 
America suitsd to our people are already 
well filled by a population whom we 
cannot displace unless, as the Saxons 
displaced 
the 
ancient 
Britons, by 


a war of extermination. Anglo-Saxon, 
capital 
nud 
enterprise 
and 
influ- 


ence will doubtless 
dominate those 


regions, 
and 
many 
of 
our peo- 


ple will go there; but it will be as Eng- 
lishmen go to India or British Guinea. 
Where land is already grunted and 
where peon labor can be had for a song, 
no such emigration can take place us

SOME VILLAINOUS VTOBK. 


Au jettew])* To Wreck l»euver and 


Klo Oraurto Trains. 


The Ogden Pilot, of .the 8th, says : 
A villainous attempt was rnndo yes- 


terday to wreck the train oo the Den- 
ver & Kio Grande Railway between 
bore and Salt LaUeOity. The'engineer 
of No. 10 freight ou beiug interviewed 
this morning, said, that'about 4 o'clock 
as he was driving slowly up the grade, 
a mile beyond Hooper, his attention 
was drawn to something on the track 
ahead of him. Hs stopped his train 
and going along the track found four 
pieces of timber, three by four, placed 
carefully across the rails. He removod 
them and upon arriving at Kaysvillo in- 
formed, the engineer of the passenger 
trbiu, which wns on its way to Ogduu, 
to keep a sharp lookout. When the 
engineer of the passenger train arrived 
at the place designated, he drove slowly 
—the rate at that place, coming this 
way, is usually thirty miles an hour. 
When he arrived at the sharp band, 
thinking that all was clear ahead he be- 
gan to increase speed, but suddenly he 
caught sight of the obstructions, which 
had been replaced on the track.

just had time to reverse his ongme and 
put oil the air brake before he came to 
them.

The supposition that clover sickness is 
due to decaying vegetable matter is in- 
correct, as it is also that which assigns 
it to the presouoe of n fungus, Oleos- 
poro herbaruin. Though a falling off 
m yield may be clue to the presence of 
parasites yet when such parasites happen 
to be present the general appearance of 
the crop are not the sama as those 
usually associated with clover sickness. 
— Corr. Scientific.
